When manager Killer Karl Kox scheduled 

a grueling series of matches, Jim Garvin 
didn’t suspect anthing. It wasn’t until that 
fateful moment when Kox actually betrayed 
him that Garvin realized he had been used 


Little did Garvin realize that his 
so-called friend and manager, 
Kox, had been patiently awaiting 
the proper moment to strike. 

“Jim Garvin is the greatest 
wrestler around. I’m proud of 
him. I'd do anything for him,” 
Kox said on more than one 
occasion. 

Now for reality. 
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Apparently Kox was afraid of 
betraying Garvin while the 
young champ was at the peak of 
his powers. Knowing a 
succession of grueling matches 
against unprincipled rule- 
breakers would sap Garvin's 
strength, Kox arranged such 
a schedule. 

“Man, | feel a might tired,” 
Garvin said before his fateful 
match. 

Not surprisingly, Kox 
disagreed with that assessment. 

“Nah, Jimmy is alright,’ Karl 
insisted. “This match'll be good 
for him, give him a good workout.’ 

The match was against Bugsy 
McGraw. Garvin wasn’t aware 
that it would prove to be 
his downfall. 

McGraw is capable of 
anything in the ring. He has an 
unsettling quality to him. Once, 
McGraw halted action for nearly 
three minutes while he sang 
“Tea for Two” to an imaginary 


parrot. Another time, he brought . 


a hamburger roll into the ring 
and tried to bite off an 
opponent's hand. 

Such antics were tried against 
Garvin. They were quite 
successful. On both a physical 
and emotional level, Garvin's 
win by disqualification was 
self-defeating. 

But instead of resting Garvin, 
Kox urged him to put his title on 
the line in a televised bout 
against King Curtis. 

“Garvin is fine. He had a little 
workout against McGraw, that’s 
all,” Killer Kox insisted.

to unveil his ugly plan. With 
Garvin weakened, Kox figured 
this was the perfect time. 

Betrayal is horrible enough. 
The way Kox stabbed the 
youngster in’ the back was 
appalling. 

With characteristic innocence, 
Garvin permitted Kox to give him 
last-minute instructions. Garvin 
had his head bent in earnest 
attention while Kox mummed 
advice. What Garvin didn't see 
was Kox waving Curtis over. 

It happened quickly. As Curtis 
leaped atop Garvin, Kox backed 
away. The end was sudden and 
sickening. Through this 
premeditated assault, Curtis 
captured not only the Florida 
heavyweight title, but the 
$10,000 Garvin personally 
stakes each week on_ the 
televised challenges. 

Unable to speak through his 
disconsolate mist, Garvin 
allowed another man to vent his 
feelings of outrage. 

“The kid got a dirty break,” 
said former world champion 
Buddy ‘Nature Boy’ Rogers. “He 
trusted Kox and got screwed. An 
older guy wouldnt let that 
happen to him.” 

But Garvin is still young. He 
will recover from this gruesome 
treachery. Scars take a while to 
heal, whether inside or outside. 

But Garvin is tough. He 
learned his lesson. He'll be back. 
With vengeance. 

“Killer Karl Kox will be sorry 
he did this,’’ Garvin said, his 
eyes filled with angry tears. 
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There is no excuse 
for two veteran 
wrestlers like 
Argentina Apollo 
and Luis Martinez to 
have fallen for the

T WAS A foolish thing to do. He 

knew it as he did it. Yet 
Argentina Apollo extended his right 
hand towards Beautiful Bruce 
Swayze, ready to shake hands. 

Luis Martinez, Argentina’s 
partner in the tag team match, also 
agreed to shake hands. 

“Don't fall for it!” a fan said 
angrily. “‘It's the oldest trick in the 
book. He’s going to grab you and 
double team you. Him and Hawk will 
batter you senseless! Just turn 
around!” 

Apollo knew the fan was right. All 
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the fans in the overflowing arena 
were shouting their agreement. 
Even Swayze never really expected 
Apollo to shake hands.

“If it hadn’t been for Pak 
Song, !’d never have seen the 
light,” Rhodes explained. “I 
might still be bending and 
breaking the rules.

For a while, fans petitioned 
several Georgia promoters to hold 
the match there.

“But I got calls 
from local civic groups threatening 
legal action if I dared bring 
it off. 

“What could I do? | was caught 
in the middle. I'm not against 
controversy, but this match 
threatened to be a humdinger. | 
couldn't risk it,” the promoter said. 

As if that wasn’t bad enough, a 
citizens group, The Committee for 
Fairness to Arab Wrestlers, 
intervened. 

“We believe Abdullah has been 
subjected to unfair press 
coverage,” said the group’s 
spokesman, Ahab Morrar.
